A rAMPBEEP ASSASSIN.. 

Slayer of the Empress EnjoyibE^, Life 
Now, But Terrible Penance 
Is 111 Store. 

Loudon, Oct. 1. — 'J'lie extraoi-dinlirily 
la.v trealment of the anarchist assassin 
of the l';iiipress of Austria, the Italian, 
Liieclieui, in the prison of St. Antonio, 
'I'eucva, Swilzerlaiui, is causing much 
remark. He is allowed wine, cigars, 
letters and new.spapeis, spends inonej' 
and gives newspaiier interviews. In 
fact, Jie is treated like llie lion of tlie 
prison. The assassin's trial 'has been 
lixed for the lirst wei'k iu Xoveiiiber. Ho 
will be ciiiulenineil to ' solitary couline- 
ineiit for life. Only one man hitherto 
lias undergDne this iiuiiishment, whicli 
has more terrors than capital punisli- 
nieiit. The iirisouer is i-onriiied in an 
iiiulergrouiid cell, into whicli no sun- 
shine ever penetrates. He is not al- 
lowed ti bed, must sleep on the ground, 
and is only permitted to . take exercise 
once a week in the prison yard.

Milwaukee, WJa., Oct. 1.— A special to 
tlie Journiil from Ill«o Lake i3aj-s relief 
parties are now out through the border 
district Boutli.and west of this city. Tlie 
loss .of life Sxosa. the disastrous forest 
fires cannot .now be estimated, but it 
•will be .great. The worlt .of .getting to 
the bunied distciots is «low, as .nil tho 
bridges are. down. 

-More than 300 .per.soiis are uiissiiig. 
jMuny dead bodies have bueu found, and 
they, are burned. beyond recqgnitiou. The 
remains of one jnnn, named Nebon, were 
found torday at the bottom of a well, 
where he had gone to escape the fire. 

At another .place a woman and two 
(.•biidren were found in a well* The 
woman was. so 'badly burned that .she will 
die. At another place where a man had 
been .plowing .in a field, his charred ro- 
niain.s and the oarcasL's of his horso-s 
were found to-day. 

All the cattle, hor.sos and other stock 
in .a large district Juive been burned to 
death. Kven the wild animals could not 
os.cnpe the Humes. 

The wind to-day was southeast and 
. blowing at tlie rate of about 40 miles an 
hour. Fires are now raging in theihard- 
wood timber lands between this city and 
Cumberland, but fortunately the district 
is lightly .populated. The mills in this 
city .have been shut down, and another 
regQr:«e fire department lias been formed 
and ordered .out.

A DUEL AT SEVENTY-THKEE. 

Bismarck at That Age CJontemplated a 
Challenge to Caprivi. 

Berlin, Oct. 1.— JIany personages who 
Lave come in contact with the late 
I'rince Bismarck are now publishing 
their recollections of the great statesman. 
Iliey relate that Bismarck, at the ago 
of 73, almost decided to challenge Gen- 
eral Count von Caprivi, the former chan- 
cellor, to a pistol duel. This wtis be- 
cause he became aware that Caprivi, ou 
the occasion when the I'riiico visited 
Vieuua for the purpose of attending his 
son's wedding, scut a circular to all the 
Germau ambas.sador.s abroad, saying 
I'rince Bismarck was a private gentle- 
man, and must bo .so treated, and that 
his views no longer had any weight. 
Prince Bismarck, in conversing with a 
friend, afterwards said: "That Caprivi 
should interferi! witli ni.v social riglit.s 
is going too far. 1 tirsi wanted to chal- 
lenge liim, and had already thought 
.about seconds. I still have a very lirm 
hand, and would soon have got in shoot- 
ing trim again. But 1 considered the 
matter, tmd thought ot wlnit would hap- 
pen. 1 am an olllcer, and the matter 
would he brought before a court of honor 
of old generals. There would be iiuicli 
talk, and finally unmeaning declarations 
would be registered. What would be 
the good of thisV 1 gave up the idea." 

The "sarcophagus" for Bismarck, 
which the Eniperof William commanded 
the sculptor Degas to execute, will be a 
very elaborate figure. The I'rince will 
rest on the sarcophagus bare-licaded anil 
in the uniform of a ciiinissicr, partl.v 
covered by thi' (leniian Hag. lieside tlie 
liedestal a dog will watch the body, in 
symboliLiiii of fidelity. In a niche abov 
the monument will bi^ seated a weeiiin 
woman, typifying Germany's soi-row. -V 
man, representing strength, will stand 
at the right hand, and a iigurc of Jesus 
Christ will be on the left

Agents of ■Wasliingtnu Hop Growers 
Induced Young Victorians to 
Cross the Sound. 

Mr. Rice, the United States immigra- 
tion tigent, is gathering evidence upon 
which he hojies to convict agents for 
the owners of Washington hop-fiolds of 
breaking the United States alien labor 
law. .lust before the hop crop was 
ready for gathering men came lo Vie- 
toria nnd engaged men, women, boys 
and Indians to pick hops. Besides 
breaking the labor law, some of the 
agents were guilty of acts that might 
liind them in a Canadian gaol, should 
they return to Victoria. In one case 
at least boys were induced to go to the 
Iioii-fields without the consent of their 
parents and when there were badly 
treated. They were told that their fares 
would l>e paid to Seattle' and they would 
be paid 75 cents a box for picking. Their 
fares were paid to S«ittle, but according 
to Mr. John Baker, whoso son was 
among the victims, the amount was d 
ducted from their wtiges, wliicli left 
them very little and in ftict at the close 
of the season tho boy did not have 
sullleiont to pay his fare back to Vic- 
toria. Besides this the boys liad to live 
in an old shack during the season and 
two of them worked hard to pick a bo.\ 
a day. Mr. Baker yesterday sent a 
frioud to Seattle to bring his son home.

consent to Canada exen'isiiip; control of 
n port at the head of I/ynn Canal. "\^'»' 
Jire not surprised that the people of Vic- 
loriii appear unanimously to oondeiiiii 
such an iin-aiiKcinont. Sonic of (.he rca- 
SOILS against it which naturally suggest 
ithemselvcs, are as follows: 

There is as much reason to belicrc 
t-iiit the head of Lynn Cr.nal is in Can- 
ada as that it is in Alaska. lOvcryonc 
in this province is so familiar with the 
.idnaseology of the treaty of 1825, that 
it need not he now quoted, hut mention 
anay bo made of. the fact that, in order 
(to dc^teniiino where the line ought to bn 
drawn, hoth countries several years ago 
neut out cdniniissioncrs. 'I'lio Uniti^i 
States having been in possession of all 
tlio. coast north of tlie jnouth of Portland 
Ganai. the mere fact that a part of the 
dllty of the commissioners was to secure 
evidence to decide whether this posses- 
sion was sanctioned by the treaty, shows 
that the government of that countrj- 
recognized the question as an open one. 
Jf the Washington governnjent did liot so 
•consider it, the correspondence which Id 
io the commissioners being appointi'il 
■jviuild somewhere disclose a detcrniiini- 
tion on its part to iu.sist upon the pos- 
Bcssion of the inlets as a sine qua uon 
in any negotiations. But wo do not 
lUnderstaind tiiat such a position has ever 
Ibeen ta-Tcon by the Uuitoil .States, and 
.liouce we feel warranted in saying that 
the right to the possession of the head 
•of Lynn Canal is a matter which was 
irecoguized by both govoriunents as in- 
•^'f.lvod in the determination of the 
!l)()Ui\(lary. A proper coniiicnsalion fur 
ilii- rclin(iuislinicnt of the American 
claim there would be the relinquislwueni 
iby Ounada of a similar claim elsewhere, 
the granting of some concession in 
tfegard to the transportation of gno'ls 
•down 'the Yukon to interior Alaska. 

Any concession by the United States in 
respect to a right-of-way across territory 
in dispute on the Yukon-Alaska border, 
in addition to its being a relinquiRlunent 
of something, which may already belong 
to Canada, may also only bo of temiwr- 
ary value. AVe all hope that the gulil 
fields of the Yukon will be pernianenl 
piodueera, but they may not be. If the 
pincers are exhausted, no one will care 
who owns the lu-nd of Lynn Canal, 
which would speedily recede to its ori^'- 
inal condition (jf desolation. On the 
iither hand, the right to take seals on 
till- high seas is a permanent one, and is 
; likely to be as advantageous to the peo- 
ple of Canada n centurj' from now as it 
is to-dny. AAHiy should we surrender 
what is ours in penietnity by the law of 
■nations, for what may only be a tern 
-porary advantage, to which we may al- 
ready be entitled by treaty V 

Jf tbc reports received state the whole 
'agreement likely to be reached, it is the 
mlcntion of the nrilish commissioners to 
begin negotiiitions by a complete snrren- 
dcr Of the Canadian case as to the 
bonudary, and.'having given it all away, 
to accept a little of it back again aa a 
compensation for another snrronder, 
naniol.v,' that of the right to take seals 
nipon the high seas, which is the niiiiues- 
•tioned birthright of every man. 

This is a very serious matter, and we 
are strongly of the opinion tliat the poo 
pic of British Columbia should let them- 
selves' bo heard from in regard to it. 
'A. public mci'ling iiiighl to be called \n 
(tnnkc strong representations on the siili- 
jcct. This fa not a political question, or 
TOlher it is not a partir-an question. It 
is snniel hitig, which if done wrongly cau 
not lie si'l right by a change of govern- 
iiieal. The conclusions of the conference 
will lie r.ililied by a trea;ty, and this 
•done the whole matter is clo.sod an^l must 
remain closed. Therefore we urge that 
•some action shall be at once taken. We 
•undci-stand that the provincial govern- 
•mciit have forwiinled a memorial to tlie 
■federal goveniinent dealing generally 
with the claims of the province in ros- 
•pect to -die subjects dealt with by the 
x.'onference. AVe suggest that this nie- 
'inorial shall be miidc public, so tliat 
the pdsil.lon taken may receive the sup- 
- .|)(>rt of the ])rcss and of public meetings. 

THE COMMISSION AGAIN. 

The Colonist has no expectation of be- 
ing able to conviiue the Times that a 
'Itoyal Coniinission to imiuire into the 
nets of the Crown is unconstitutional. 
A simple statement of the proposition 
ought to earrj' conviction with it to any 
I'air-niinded person, who undersl-aiids the 
principles of the constitution, and we <lo 
not mean the constitution act of British 
C-oluntbio.'but the British constitution ac- 
cording to wlilch the govornniojit of this 
province is supposed to be eiiiTied on. 

Our position briefly is this: AA'lial the 
•ministry does the Crown does, and for 
itko< Crown to appoint a Royal Comiuis- 



hIou to find out what it has done is a 
constitutional absurdity. Moreover the 
payment of moneys by order-in-council 
is a matter for which the goveriimont la 
directly responsible to the legislature, 
which has its own way of obtaining all 
the inforniatioii it ucods, ajid Is the solo 
judge under the constitution of tlie pru- 
liriety of such payments. Hence the in- 
terference by the Crown by a special and 
uuuHual method to inquire into the cir- 
cuinstaiices of such payments is uncon- 
stitutional. Tliis position is not only war- 
rant;ed by sense and constitutional and 
parliamentary procedure, but it has the 
sanctinu of so eminent an .uuthority as 
iAlr. Gladstone. There would simply be 
no end oC Itoyal Conunissious, if every 
ministry appointed thorn to investigate 
the juiiilstorinl acts of their predeces- 
sors and the legislature would souii liad 
itself shorn of its most important func- 
tions. An additional element in this case 
is that the legLslaturo has already passed 
upon the action of the government in the 
premises. Surel.r It cannot \>c consti- 
tutioaiil for tlip Crown to challenge the 
e.ctioa of the legishitun; in regard to 
an cxponiliture of money. 

The Times seems wholly to have uiis- 
coiicoived the object of the Colonist in 
referring to the right of witnesses nmler 
certain circumstances to refuse to di- 
vulge inforniatioii in their jiossessioii. 
Arc wo to understand it as desiring U> 
say that a Royal Commission cliii over- 
ride the cstiiblished principles of British 
law and compel an attorney to divulge 
the confidential communications of his 
client? 



T IC M PE I ! ANCE UE I'OIt M , 

Kud.vard Kipling has hecniiie a pro- 
liibitionists, although one would never 
think so from his writings. He states 
his position in his own peculiar way. 
lie says lie likes a drink occasionally 
and regards it as a very good thing, but 
so much harm comes from the pub- 
lie exposure of iiitoxiciints for snle, that 
he is willing to be jint to a great deal 
of inconvenience in gelling liis own li- 
<luor, in order that the growing genera- 
tion of boys and girls may be kept from 
acqniriiig drinking habits. Kipling lias 
a reiiiarkable faculty of getting to the 
liottom of things, and in tlnin ilrawiag 
attention to the evil resulting from the 
acquiring of drinking habits' b,v young 
people of both sexes, be sounds what 
ought to be tlie keynote of n now refer'n. 
The young lives that are being ruined 
by the drink habit are innunKM'iihle. 

Tbe treniciidons setback, which lu'ohi- 
bilioii received in the plebiscite, will be 
productive oil an immense amount of 
good if it will convince social reformers 
of I lie uecossily for greater activity in 
the tielil of in(jra! suasion ami of the fol- 
ly of oxpoctiiig too niueli from legal en- 
actment. In the older provinces ••the 
lieoph' arc only too familiar with the dos- 
trnctioii wrought among young poojile 
by ialcmporaiice. Tlio history of ovory 
city and town shows how the pos-itions 
of honor, trust and responsibility nirely 
reinaiu in the same raniilies for two gen- 
erations, and the drink habil; nccoimts 
for it. The sons and, too often in these 
later days, the daughters of prosiierons 
citizens fall a ))rey to intemperance and 
the i)lace.s which they ought to have 
filled in business, politics and society, :ire 
occupied by others. Instead of the 
sull.s of saccpssfnl industry, capacity ami 
study lieiiig transmitted from one gen- 
eration to another, they are lost through 
ilissipation, and thus society is in a cdii- 
slaut struggle against its own destructive 
iiiflnences. 

In lliis new and wonderl'iil iiroviiiee, 
where new coninuiiiities composed of new 
men are being liiiilt up, erei^y offert 
ought, ti) he pat forward to iircvciit the 
drink hahil from working llie same Ini rin 
liere as it hiis worked in the I'iast. Thi' 
type of miinliood, whieli liads its way t 
th(>s(> ni'w countries is genoially rngg"d 
and it can stand a great deal. But on 
the ruggedest types the pace will tell 
after a time. It seems, therefore, that 
the work of temperance reform ougiit 
to engage a great deal of attention. If 
ought not to be loft to the clergy alone. 
It is of all reforms one in which the 
strong ought to stand ready to' help tin' 
weak, necanse one man can drink in 
moderaliini it does not follow that an- 
other can, and Kipling'H idea should he 
carried into effect, although it cannot he 
niiplied at present, as he sugBC.'5ted, by 
means of n prohibitory law.

Itcitli flie alderinanic hoard and 
the school board are the creations of 
statute, and neither of them Iiuk any 
right whalcv(M- except what: the sliitiilo 
gives tliPiii. Whether it. is right <ir 
wrong that the school board should have 
full control over the nature- and amount 
of the oxpenditare for cd'uoatioiial pur- 
poses, siibjiM't of cours(> to the provisions 
of the school law. is not a matter that is 
worth discussing now. ■ There stands tbe 
law, and its provisions mustjlip follow- 
ed, ' . 

Wo do hob care upon .wlia.t principle the 
city council is acting in' refusing to pay 
(be salaries of persoas lawfully employ- 
ed by the school lioard, the refusal onn,- 
iiot be justified. These per.sonH are regu- 
larly omploye«|,;. have ■' porfonnctl their 
services' and nro'entltled to be paid as 
lontr as there are any school funds on 
hand out; of whic'li to pay them.

A Colonist reader asks if we have ever 
encountered the expression, " uufortuit- 
eus concatenation of circumstances." AVe 
hnve not. AVe find no authority in the 
dictionary' for the adjective " unfortuit- 
c'Us," although there seoins to he no rea- 
son why, for the sake of emphasis, or 
to avoid tautology, the prefi.t " uu " or 
" in ^' inight not be :aBe(l before most 
adjectives. As fortuitous -ineans acci- 
ik'iital, unfortuitous would mean pre- 
arranged or intentional. Concatenation 
Is a good word, sanctioned by usage as 
old as the days of B<>ii .Tonsoii, who 
speaks of " the concatenation of truth," 
tliertby meaning that all truth is lin{ccd 
togcUicr, a profound philosophical prin- 
ciple, which more modern observation 
Rcems fully to justify.

In Mistake for one attributed to the illus- 
trious Dr. .Johnson, who explained his 
failure to be present according to an 
appoiiitnieiit by saying ho was "prevent- 
ed by an unforeseen concateuation of 
circumstances." 

]?en .Tnnson's ideji that all trnth is 
iiitcrlinluMl is of inestimable value, •■ind, 
if it wore properly understood, would do 
much toward smoothing away the divid- 
ing lines between classes, creeds and par 
ties. The so oallcd conllict of religion and 
science is due to the failure to remonilKn' 
that all truth must harmonize. Bigotry 
long ago coined tin Elevoiitli Coiiunand- 
n;ent, '"Thou Shalt Not Investigate," 
and made disobedience to it^ tbe most 
deadly of all sins. 

There is a m.irvellons concatenation in 
the events which make up the lives of 
men and of nations, so much so tliat no 
incident stands alone and without rela 
tioii to what went bef<,ie or wli:it shall 
follow after. Let anyone honestly rc 
view his own lit'e, and he will be sur- 
prised to sei! how important some of the 
apparently trivial incidents were. There 
is a song which sa.\^s: 
"How very easily things go wrong — 
A sigh too much or a kiss too long — 
AaA the world is never the same again." 

.\ pebble on a mountain top diverts the 
coni-se i>r M tiny rivulet, and ciinses it 
to tiiid its way into the I'acifii; Ocean, 
wlu'M' almost perennial siiminer reigns, 
when otherwise it would havi' ruunil its 
way north to the frozen Arctic. Hence 
it would seem to follow that there arc 
no such things as trifles, which is per 
baps not true, only we are not always 
able to distinguish them at the time. 

The maintenance of the French lan- 
guage and the customs of Paris in Qne- 
hec lias liad a very marked elVeet upon 
the history of British Nertli America, 
and will doubtless, for all time to comi'. 
iiillncnce the in^ogrcss of ("aiuula. After 
the <'ession of the country to England, 
(Joveriior Murray wisely endeavored to 
inlriiiliico the laws and language of Eng- 
li.nil. and fiis efforts seemed likely to be 
crowaed with siu'cess. AVben tlie Eng- 
lish ministry was asked to restore the 
conditions cxistiug before the capture oi 
Quohoc, Governor Murray and some rep- 
r(->enlatives of the tjiudiee I'''rench iK'oide 
wi'ut to London to jirolest. A good 
ileal of evidence^ had been tiikeii in favor 
of I lie resioralion. but it so happened 
that on tlie only afternoon left to hear 
the protesting delegates. Lady North had 
a garden party, and so Oovornor Murray 
iind liis associates w(>re not lie.-iril. In a 
diseiissidii ■■ifter the lirst "(Jucliee Act" ill 
the House of Oonimoiis, it was distinctly 
charged by Charles ,Iiinu's h'ox, anil not 
denied, thiit this garden party was re- 
siioiisilile for the perpetuation of the 
I'reiii-h laws and language in (Juebec, for 
if the House had been put in possession 
of th.e infoMiiiition which tiovenior Mur- 
ray and his associates were prejiarod to 
give, the Quebec Act never would have 
been passed. As it was, it had n nar- 
row escape. AA'hen we think of tlie 
iiiiliortance of this appiirently trivial liiik 
iii the concatenation of ineidi'iits niiiking 
up Canadian history, wo are reniiiidod 
that Alexander the Great died, and the 
history of tlic East underwent a change, 
because he ate too heartily of a favcn-ile 
flU.h, and that Napoleon was ill all day 
a!. \A'n I I'rliio, and, sonic say, tlu'r(d)y lost 
the battle, because he made too lienrty 
!i meal of something— mushrooms, if ■we 
runenibcr rightly. 

S(i the great and the small, the weal; 
and the niiu-lily, !lie :;ooil niiil tlio li!iil, 
iirc iill coiirateiialcd logetlici-, anil no cine 
.^cl has disc'overed a link which could 
not be described by the nniiNual ndjer- 
tive, "unfortuitous." Mere chances 
seem to play a leading iiart in gold min- 
ing, lint when yon come to think of it 
you will see lli;it even the toss of a penny 
is govenieil liy fixed laws, and it WOUld 
be iiossllile always to predict which side 
would I'oine iippermoHl if we knew every- 
thing that iiilliienceil it. But we do not 
know everything, and if we did, we 
rarely have time to calculate the results. 
Hence we iiiiist trust to ehiince in nine 
cases out of ten. Our. part. consistB; in 
doing what seems at the time to bo 
right. It wo do this, there is no reason 
to ropronW- dufsblvbs ''bocausc ' of the 
results. 



The iiroposal to erect a Hiatiio of 
George Washington in England is some- 
what startling. But there is this to he 
said of it. AA'ashington was an English- 
man in birth and sentiment, and his de- 
votion to the Kevolution wsis due to the 
fact that ho had inherited the spirit 
which eonipellcd King .Tohu to sign 
iMngna Cliarta and taught Riigli.sh kings, 
thtongh 11u> person of Charles, that the 
sovereigns of England reign on'y by the 
will of the people.

DUTY ON, CHINAMEN. 
One of the hardest questions British 
Colmnbia has to wrestle with is what to 
do with the Chinese. In the East the 
alinond-eyod Celes-tials are looked on 
jnoro or loss as curiosities. They run 
aundries and ure carefully looked after 
by people with missionary instincts. In 
the AVest it is different, Thft Celestial 
has crowded himsolC into various 
branches of wood, tUl he has become a 
positive menace to white labor. In 
mines, on railroads, wherever labor is 
required, the Chinaman is found readv 
to take tlic> wages olt'erLMl, be they higli 
or low. His tractability and snbniis- 
sivencss make him a favorite witli big 
employers. Ho is a kei'ii comiietitor in 
the labor race, his ability to subsist on 
anything or nothing giving while op- 
poneat a heavy handicap, in the citie) 
of British Columbia are the Chinese 
quarters, where thousands of followers 
of Li Hung Chang, crowded ' together in 
filth, breed pestilence or sen'e for a 
roosting spot for any disease that nuiy 
be passing. The proposition to put a 
.>i)00 duty on each Chinaman entsriug 
the country comes from these cities..

CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 
It appears that the members of the 
Dominion Trades Congress, in session at 
AVinnipcg, are of opinion that there is 
a necessity for the increase of the pre- 
sent head lax iqioii Chinese immigrants 
to this country from (iffy dollars to live 
hundred dollars. They also deiiiaiid leg 
islation v,-hich will efTectnally jirevent 
the employment of ,fapanesc or Chinese 
in the employment of stokers and other 
positions of .-i similar kind. That every 
community has a right to ])rotect itself 
from being overrun by object imiable in 
trnders is an incontrovcrtalilc propositio, 
but apart from this what imssiblc justi- 
fication can be ofl'ered for the course 
suggested by the Trades' Congress '! So 
far as the principle is concerned, rais 
ing the Chinese head tax to ten times ht 
e.xistlng nite would be no more barbaric 
than the imposition of the tax in its pri 
sent shape. Objectionable immjgianm 
should not be admitted to the Dominiou 
at all, and unobjectionable ones should 
not, merely because tliey are of Mongid 
race, bo e.\(!l tided or subjected to an ut- 
terly unreasonable and unjust discrimin- 
ation. As regards the employment of 
Japanese or Chinese as stokers or lab 
orers of a like deseiiiition, everything 
goes to show that men of these national- 
ities are not uiienual to those of other 
races wherever the work reiiuired of 
them is merely niannal or that of an un 
skilled inechanic. It inight indeed b' 
urged that even as skilled mechanic.- 
the .Tapanesc are proving to the world 
that they can ludil tluir ewii either as 
artizans or desi^^ncrs. 'ihe fact of the 
niatliM- is that the iirojiosed legislation 
v.ouhl b(! solely for the benefit of those 
M-hoso rivals tliey are in the labor mar- 
ket, and. like .'ill class legislation, is op- 
liosed alike to the interests of the com- 
munity at large and to the teaching of 
sound political eeonomy. The instance 
whore interference with ' the natural 
law of supply and demand of labor is de- 
fensible are exceedingly rare. To advo- 
cates of such extraordinary measures 

II may, moreover, suggested timt a pow- 
erful, energetic and scnsative people lilte 
the ,Iapnnese is little likely to tolerate 
any derogatory treatment of the kind 
and in case of need inight readily Iind 
means of effective retaliation. Apropo,^ 
of this subject, it may be pointed out 
that the value of Canada's trade with 
China increased from ij; 1,270, 121! in ISD.'i 
to .'i;l,SOS,lSl) in l.S!)7, while tbe aggre- 
gate value of trade with .Taptin was, in 
1S!)7, .Vl,'171,!)2l!. A noteworthy feature 
in connection with this demand for the 
practical exclusion of Chinese and .Tap- 
anesc immigrants is the fact that those 
who are responsible for it must of neces- 
sity either be themselves immigrants or 
the offsprings of immigrants.— Montreal 
AVitness. ,

One week later newspaper postage, iibol- 
i'lied sixteen years ago by Sir .lohn .V.

Mr. Mulocfc has explained that he 
will get money enough out of the news- 
paper tax to make up what is lost by 
the redhctlou in the rate on -^^ letters to 
Great Britain and the colonics. It is not 
very easy to see where the reduction of 
tax comes in.

No proceedings of the present time 
fraught with so great importance to tlie 
people of Canada as is the International 
conference now being held at the ancient 
city of Quebec, and no news of recent 
date has been so important to British 
Columbians as that given by the Col 
onist's correspondent at Quebec in the 
ai)iicii(le(l despatch: 

■'(Jiiebec, Si'pt. 27. — British Colinnbi: 
contention regarding the Alaska bound- 
ary is not to Ijc ])rcsMed. The Canadian 
(^oniniissi(jnei's are going Jo couci'de that 
the boundary line under" the treaty fol- 
lows the' sinuosity of the coast where 
the mountains are more than ten marine 
leagues therefrom. l{ut as coni[HMisiitiiui 
for giving u\> her national rights in Reli- 
ring sea, Canada is to be given tlie right 
of :iccesH to the Yukon country at the 
head of Lynn Canal, and either Dye.i or 
Skagwiiy will be placwl under British 
administration. The international coiu- 
missioners will decide the questimi them- 
selves, they not desiring its reference 
to another tribunal." 

A number of representative residents 
of this province wore yesterday askoil 
for their, opinions upon the contemplated 
action above indicated, with the results 
hero given: 

Mr. J. H. Turner— Looked upon the 
subject as too important for an expres- 
sion of his opinion,^ at the present Injur. 
He would likCf he said, to be in jios- 
scssionfirst of more definite information, 
and to have opportunity to weigh thi.s 
infomiation witli the results it contenir 
plated and implied. 

Hon. liobcrt lieaven— Observed with a 
smile that on this subject it would |)er- 
liaps be just as well to leave him out. 
He had studied the (iiiestiuns involved 
deeply, but the conclusions he had ar- 
rived at were such as tlie Victoria Colo- 
nist might not care to jiriut. In any 
event, he, too, would ask to be excused. 

Senator William Teniplcmtm — Did not 
care to discuss the question as he thought 
tlie information would bo found to be in- 
correct. As to the placing of ,^nther 
Dyea or Skagway under Rritish admin- 
istration, he felt conlident this would 
never be done uidess the determination 
of the boundary question gave to Can- 
ada the territory of wliich the Lynn 
Canal towns are a iiart. 

Jlr. D. R. Kor— Thought that diorv 
were certain subjects of public impijfi-t- 
ance upon which it wan not always well 
for the people of (."anada to publish 
their opinions, this being (Uie of them. At 
the same time, he lield that the British 
11 prcsentativcs should certainly stand 
oi't for JIary island, incluiled in the dis- 
lii'.tcil territory, as it at least was known 
to contain valuable minerals. 

Premier Seinlin— I)id not believy in 
Canadii giving or i}roposing to give what 
we already own for something whirh 
we also own. We iiossess the right of 
pelagic sealing in the Behring sea; and 
according to liis interpretation of the 
treaty of 1S2."> we should jtossess also 
the territory of whicli Dyea and Skag- 
way form a ptirt. And it wc own all 
this territory it certainly, should not be 
abandoned for rights in. the part of it 
mentioned. He did not care to express 
;iii opinion as to the reliability of tlie 
information, but hoped that the commis- 
sioners bad not been compelled to resort 
to such action aa indicated. 

Mr. B. B. Marvin— Had given no spec- 
ial attention to the desi)atch or to its 
contents, as so far as the sealing was 
concei-ned he felt certain Capl:iin Cox 
would have advised his associates ba<l 
any such action been eonteniphited. The 
Captain had, in his last letter, on the 
contrary, referred to the case as pro- 
gressing satisfactority, and bad not wir- 
ed except to ask for certain details of 
information necessary in the presenta- 
tir.u of the case. He was inclined to be- 
lieve that there had been some mistake 
in the information— that it could not 
be ai.'ceptcd as :iccurate. 

Col. V. P.. Gregory— While at all times 
prepared to uphold the maintenance of 
provincial rights, did not care to express 
opinion on this subject at the present 
time. 

If I approved of what is being done." 
he said, " my eiidorsation would be (jf 
advantage to tin? commissioners; 
while if 1 were disposed to criticize. 1 
am not at in-esrut in jjossession of sulll- 
cieiit information to do so intelligently. 

I would liav(? to know wli:it informn- 
tion had been before the commission, ami 
what arguments they liad listened to. in 
the ab.senco of definite intonnalion on 
points, as well as of the decision. 
I must beg to be excused frcmi an inter- 
view." 

Mr. Thomas ICarle, M. I\— Coulil hard- 
ly accept as correct the information tele- 
graphed by the Colonist's correspondent 
at Quebec. It did not seem possible 
that action such as referred to could be 
contemplated, for the privilege of using 
one of the I,ynn Canal ports and tlie 
stri)) claimeil by the Americans to the 
mountains, under British administration, 
was ridiculously disproportionate to the 
importance of the concessions said to be 
made in exchange. 

In reality the right to this port, and 
of passage through the Blrij) from sea to 
mountains, was no c(mcession to Canadii 
at all, for its value would bo neutralized 
by the twin port at the head of th<' 
canal remaining American, while the 
construction of a railway or other road 
civing quiclj cnmninnication to the iiidis- 
piitablo Cninidian territory would, with 
the npplicaliou of the general bonding 
privilege, meet the whole point. There 
was nothing in it at all for Canada, as 
this despatch put the situation, and lie 
could not belleye that the correspondent's 
iritoirmatioh was "reliable. ■ '

in the matter of the sealing, too, it 
should not be lost sight or that it was 
a principle involved, ni)t the interests 
merely of i!u):;c now or in the past en- 
gagi'd in the scaling. 'i'hese men couhl 
not take it upon themselves to aliandon 
the right to cnga.gc? in the sciding, which 
any man possessed and might desire to 
exercise to-morrow, iir whenever the 
i'ondition of the !iiilustr.\' improvcil. The 
sealing was an imi)ortant industry, but 
not to the present day sealers alone; 
everyone was interested who might now 
or hereafter think of going in for seal- 
ing. 

With reference to the boundary ma ti- 
ter, it was simply a case of interpretation 
of law of rights of iiossessiou, and would 
not admit of a com))roiiiise or other ex- 
pedient Kilher the Britisli were right 
in their claim to possess the disputed ter- 
ritory, or tlie Americans were right. 
'I'here was no middle cours-i?. 

Still, be thought th:it pronouncing an 
opinion at the present time was prema- 
ture and unnecessary, as he felt certain 
there had been some mistake, and tlie 
correspondent's conclusions based on un- 
reliable information as to the intentions 
of the commission. 

^ir. F. >[. K;itteubur.v — Thought Cana- 
dians, Urilish Coliiii(1)ians includeil. 

iould be satisfied if they secured, as 
indiciited, a clear right of entry to the 
countr.v bey(Mul the mountains. There 
was nothing really valuable in the terri- 
tory from the nnuintains to the coast, 
and the right of entry to the district be- 
yciinl was the only tliin.g worth having. 
While tlicy were about it, the Urilish 
representatives might, he thought, have 
secured the same regulations for AVran- 
gel as for this conceded port on Ijynn 
Canal, liaviiig which British Columbia 
slujuld ask no more. 

'I'he idacing of one of the I^ynn Canid 
ports under British jurisilicticju would, 
too, be as accejilable to Americans en- 
gaged in the northern trade as to ('aiia- 
di:iiis. At present all freight went in 
on through bills of lading, and American 
goods, of cmirse, were ludd up at the 
bouudiiry line and ccmipellcd to put up 
the cash deposit of duty. 

The action now proi>ose;l would enable 
fuieh goods from American ports to be 
bonded through at Sk,igw:iy. where 
banking facilities are availahle and 
steamship agents are penuiinently locat- 
ed, and thus would be benelicial to Am- 
erican as well as Oanadina shippers and 
forwarders. 

Sir Charles Ilibbert Tupper— Thought 
that these rumors of concessions were 
largely induced by the history of the past 
wherein Canada had been made to suf- 
fer great concessbns of national char.ic- 
tei— as for example in the Maine boun- 
dary determination- but it would be 
found that M-e wore face to face witli a 
different condition of affairs to-day. 

So long as Canadian interests do not 
contlict with Imperial interests the Iiii- 
perial policy now was to give the Domin- 
ion a free hand througli its own rcini scu- 
tiitive.s in all matters of internation.il 
negotiation. And in face of the univers- 
al regret in Canada that Britain on dif- 
ferent occasions has made concessions to 
other countries at the cost of the Do^ 
minion, he did not think that a conimi.-i- 
sion composed so largely of Canadians 
would result in a surrender of any na- 
tional right. 

In view, too, of bis own knowledge 
that all the proceedings of the confer- 
ence are guarded with the strictest 
secrecy, and also considering the policy 
of the Canadian opixisitiou with refei^ 
dice to this eoinmissiou, as aunouucetl 
by its leader— namely to say nothing 
catculatetl to enibarass the commission

during its -progress— ho preferred not to 
discuss any hyiwthetieal case touching 
upon commission subjocts during the 
continuance of the conference. 

Hon. Edgar Dewdney— After brielly 
reviewing the negotiations to date look- 
ing to the determination of the intermL- 
tional boundary in the North, iiud tak- 
ing these negotiations into consideration 
with the despatch referred to, said it 
certainly appeared that the British rep- 
resentatives were proposing to abaudoii 
this iiiinu'uso teiritory so long contentled 
for, together with an industry that had 
been the life of Victoria and a very 
important factor in the development of 
all British Columbia— and for no equiva- 
lent. 

This being the case, British Coluia- 
liiaiis as a whole, the business men of 
Victoria more particularly, should lose 
no time in maktag strong reproaentii- 
tions looking to the preservation of their 
rights, before the commission went too 
far. 

As to the stand taken by Hbn.Mr.Mnrtin 
now in Ottawa, in- regard to the bound- 
ary and scaling questions, he was phras- 
ed to admit that the provincial goverii- 
luent, as represented by the Attoruey- 
(jonoriil, were taking the right and pro- 
per stand. 

They were also right in regard to the 
(lesirahilivy of placing the adiuinistr ition 
of the Vukoii district in the hands of 
British Colunihia, which had learned the 
best possible methods by her own experi- 
ence in the development of new mining 
sections on the Coast. 

Still another gc>iitleiuaii, alike promin-

(Jiie of the most 
ancient heritages of the lu'oviiiee, naiiie- 
l.v, the right to si-al in the high seas, 
which the Imperial govornnient hiul 
gone to great expense to liually and con- 
clusively uphold, is about to be lightly 
thrown uwuy by the Canadians to ■\Yh08e 
care this matter has been confided. On 
what principle the commissioners under- 
take to hind the future generations 
which are to seek their livelihood on 
this coast by an absolute surrender of 
their inalienable right to engage in pel- 
agic sealing it is impossible to under- 
stand. 

To accept the concession of a doubt- 
ful title to a bare landing place in the 
home of drizzle and fog in exchange for 
the proposed surrender is to make a 
mock of the just claims of the citizens 
of this idiiviuce. It woiilil seem to be 
more than a mere coincidence in this 
connection that the constituency which 
will bi- specially injured b.v this sacrilice 
is the only one which failed to return 
suidiorters of the |)reseiit administration 
at the last general elei-tion. 

It may seem fair iiolitical gain for the 
politicians now iu ollico at Ottawa to 
luinish A'ic-torl.i by rohhiiig her of her 
special industry hut this kind of conduct 
will, to all fair-minded men, assume th 
dimensions of a flagrant breach of a inib- 
lie trust.

SUPPORT OF THE SCHOOLS. 

Sir;— The extraordinary action of the 
civic authorities in yesterday dishonor 
ing the school trustees' draft of .'i;25iC0, 

for salaries of persons employed by 
them, notwithstanding the adniitteMl fact 
<.f there being availublo school funds on 
blind, being likeLv to lead to Serious 
coini>Jivati()ns, besides creating a most 
unfavorable iiuprtysiou with jregard to 
the city's linaucls.1 condition, lis my ex- 
cuse for offering -a few Avorda explana- 
tioJi from the trustees' stunUpoint. 

This luiit aot of the council . makes it 
anpareuli -^tbat' they 'are ^ oottteudiiig not 
only to controA the'espendJlnire, 'but uJ.-so 
fio determine -for what^puBposes, and to 
whom, the'fBchool luuds /tore to -be paid 
The trustees are advised, and believe, 
that both -these positions are untenabli: 
and tha,t-it would Ijo uuAviiio and uguin.-U: 
the public liuterest to alulieatc any of the 
duties, or privileges, Avhich the School 
let imiiwos on Uieoii. It ought to be re 
marked that altboiw-h the uldermauie 
hoard -ure the collectors of the scJiuol 
funds, -they are by no means the yupei'- 
iur binly (in a representative sense). 
While the aldernuui are chosen by only 
oue-tJiird of tbe eleelurs the -seliool 
board iiie elected by the whole hudy of 
the ratepayers and are charged with the 
special duty of determining how unicli 
i^Iiall be expended, and in what way the 
educational re<iuirenients of the city shall 
be iiiot. To both these positions tlu' al- 
uerjuen object, aitlu>\igh they thejuselves 
the inferior body (represeutativeti'; exer- 
cise freely the right to say how mucli, 
and iu what way, the ordinary civic rev- 
enue shall be applied. 

Yet when the school trustees who arc 
c^^pecially elected for that purpose, and 
are freie -from conflicting dcmojids from 
other Quarters^ determine what the ed- 
ucational rcqniremeuts are, they com- 
pJaiu of its being opposed to the prin- 
ciple of representative institutions, lu 
my opinion it has some of its best fea- 
tures.

Thus showing that the actual reciuire- 
ineiits of the school board is only .'>2,400 
more than the amount collected by the 
city from two sources of revenue only. 

In is only fair, however, to state that 
the mayor and aldermen question the ap- 
plication of the third .source of income 
(revenue tax) to education, basing their 
objection on the •words used in the net 
that it is to be devoted to "civic pur- 
poses." But the legislature having pre- 
viously placed some of the burden of 
education on the city, one fails to see 
why this is not as much a "civic pur- 
pose" as the mayor's barge or the alder- 
manic salaries. When in the year ISOl 
the ministry of that time, decided that 
the four cities of the province must bear 
t-ome of tho cost of the public schools 
they provided for partly nieeling this ex- 
penditure by transferring the revenue 
tax then collected by tho government, to 
these cities, Tho minister of education 
iu moving the reading of the Public 
School act, 1801, said: 

"In coiniection with tho new burden 
that under this bill would bo imposed on 
the city municipalities, tbe revenue to 
be surrendered by the govornmont would, 
if properly administered, be -nearly sulUci- 
ent to cover the additional cost." (See 
Colonist February lOth. 1801.) 

The Colonist commenting >cditorially on 
the School bill then before the country, 
in its issue of February. 10th, 1891, rc^ 
ferring to half o£ the teachers' sahuii^s, 
and the whole cost of the maintenance 
of the schools, by the corporation, said: 
"In order to enable it to do this, with- 
out placing an extra burden on the rate- 
payers, the provincial tax is to be hand- 
ed over to the corporation;" and the 
minister of finance in introducing the 
Budget of that year alluded tu the rev- 
enue tax of cities "being in the future 
in the hands of niiiuieipalities; to be 
collected by them. In return the cities 
jiay half tho teachers' salariet,— the school 
expenses — and keeping up of tlu^ school 
buildings." (See Colonist April 1st, 
1891.) 

With these facts before us, there can 
be no doubt as to the intention of pai"- 
lianient as to the use to which the 
yroeeeds of the revenue tax should be 
applied and it is a matter for suriirise 
that it should have ever been disputed. 
It is also intimated that the demands of 
the seliiiol board are extravagant and 
beyond the reiiuirements and cjipacity of 
the city. It is ri'spectfnlly subinitted 
that such statiiueiits have no foiindii- 
tien. A comparison of school exi)endi- 
tiiri; of the city of Vancouver, the only 
one ill the province, that in point of 
wealtli and population can be compared 
with Victoria bears out the following 
interesting facts: In 1894-5 Victoria's 
average attendance exceeded Vancouver 
by 150 (or 10 per cent, nearly) and her 
expondituro was .'i!l),005..50, or 14 jxr 
cent, greater. In 1805-0 Victoria's av- 
erage attendance was greater by .S5 
(nearly 5 per cent.); but Vancouver's ex- 
penditure was greater by .$5,208. !);}, or 11 
per cent. In 1800-7, though Victoria's 
average attendance was 102 greater 
(nearly per cent.) yet Vancouver'« ex- 
penditure was .SI!, 505.04 (S per cent.) 
greater than Victoria's. 

(Note.— Only ordinary expenditure is 
included; interest on permanent debt is 
not included, nor some .'fRJ.OtX) spent in 
Viincoiiver in lS0l)-7 for building pnr- 
p.e^es.) 

There has been during tho last four 
;.'»-iirs a steady increiiHe in both teachei-s 
iiiid pupils in attendance at our iiublie 
sdiools, yc't tho cost has been (Huiiiiani- 
tively less as will appear by the follow- 
ing lignres, and shows conclusively that 
the <-barges of increaBtng 'demands are 
not wfll founded:

Sir: With further reference to the 
subject dealt with in my previous com- 
'munications, viz., the anomalous politi- 
cal situation in British Columbia, I ask 
careful thought for the following points: 
•My premise is that we have to-day a per- 
sonal government in power; it cannot 
be said to be aught else. And what calls 
for greater comment than it otherwise 
would is the effrontery of this personal 
government, under tho aegis of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, to calmly proceed and 
ey.ercise the functions oE a responsible 
government, without being clothed with 
the constitutional authority now exiiect- 
ed — lu fact necessarily required, unless 
wo have serlousiy retrograded— i. e., tlu? 
votes of ifhe representatives of the peo- 
ple. While the position >)t affairs would 
be the same, yet tbe period of usuriialion 
of oftlce'would be shortened, it we heard 
that tlie 'house was to be at once asseni- 
hletl', but no, that would not be in liiu 
or in accordance with any long tenuri 
of oHlee, therefore we see that the con 
sfitution will bo stretched to its utter- 
most, as It is now absolutely ignored, 
and not until the last possible day will 
the voice of the people, through their 
elected reiiresentatives, be heard. I 
fancy I 'boar some apologist— because 
apologist only can he be— saying the min- 
isters that went back to the people were 
returned unopposed. This means noth- 
ing' by re-election this personal govern- 
ment gained nothing; its numerical sup 
port remains the same; it is still with 
cut a majority. So let us not hoar of 
any such specious apology. Can it he 
said that we in British Columbia enjoy 
tliat constitutional freedom and liberty 
so highly spoken of by Canning, in the 
light of recent events ? Canning said: 
"Other nations, excited by the example 
of the liberty which this country hnf 
long possessed, have attempted to copy 
our constitution, and some of them have 
shot beyond it, in the liercciii-ss of their 
pursuit. I grudge not to other nations 
that share of liberty which they may 
aeipiire; iu the name of (Jod, let them 
enjoy it; but let us warn them that they 
lose not the object of their desire by tlu 
very eagerness with which they attempt 
to grasp it. Inheritors and conservators 
of national freedom, let us, while others 
are seeking it in restlessness and troubh 
be a steady and shining light to giiid 
their course; not a wandering meteor 
to bewilder and mislead them." Wi 
must concede that, whilst we thought 
that in tho fair province of British Col 
unihia wo were, in the words of Canning 
" inheritors and conservators of national 
freedom," wo were wrong. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor has opened our eyes 
Such is not the case. We can only be- 
moan tho fact that British Columbia pro 
claims to the world tli:i( the vaunted 
freedom of her people is a niylli. Of 
course, I admit and concede that tlu 
personal government it well-intentioned 
i: is a parental government ; we weri 
ii'i.sgoverned in the jiast: we did not 
exercise tho franchise rightly; we had 
a corrupt ministry; they were guilty of 
atrocious acts (in the minds of this pur 
ist and personal government) and tlu 
I)eo;;!e were to bo wrested from this tei 
rlble misuse of their freedom, and the 
preroga livi; of the sovereign must need 
he resurrected, and presto! appears this 
personal government that is to be tlu' 
panacea for all ills. Again words of 
Canning are most apposite: " Let iis 
guard with pious gratitude (he tliinio of 
genuine liberty, that fire from heaven of 
\Vhich our constitution is the holy depos- 
itory; and let us not, for the cluince of 
ri nilering it more intense and more 
radiant, impair its purity or Inr/ard its 
e.visicnco." Conceding, of course, thiit 
this personal gnveri)meiit is all lliiit could 
be desired — although few desire it, and 
surely the people have soiuelbing to say 
n;' to it — how unwise it is to ji'oiiardi'/.e 
our constitutional freeiloiii by submit- 
ting tamely and demurely to this innova- 
tion—as innovation it niiist now be 
called. I call uiioii liberty-loving sub- 
jects to give voice In (heir ilisapiiriival of 
siK.'h arbitrary iissuinptinn of olliee— such 
an iifrence agiiiiist the liberties of the 
I.eople. Tl is Mr. Seinliii who is respon- 
sible for the Lieiiteiialit-Governov's acts, 
iind this responsibility be must slloillder. 
hi-avy as it is. It is well to take a 
gill nee at the Letellier case in consider- 
ing the matter. Mr. (!. Jli'i'eer .\ilaiii. in 
"The Life and Career of the Rt. Hon. 
Sir .lohii Maedouald," speaking of what 
that distinguished gentleman said in 
p'lrliiuneiit, writes: "Setting aside tin.' 
legal view with regard to the (hiebec 
dillleiilly, he (Sir .lolin Miicdoniild) con- 
tended that the ministry slioiild have 
governed, iinil Khoiild have been free to 
govern so long lis the.v possessed fho con- 
lideiiee of the legislature. If tbere was 
any exception to this doctrine. It was 
when the crown had reason to believe 
that tlie parliiinieiit did not represent the 
country." t'oiisider the Hituatlon iu 
Rritisli Coliimbiii. The Hon. Mr. Tur- 
ner had a l.-irge support in the Inst iiar- 
liiiiiieiil; a iieNv parlianieiit was elected, 
iliid without its voice being hennl, the 
ininiKtry is dismissed. What a pre 
dent for (.'onslitiiliimnl gnvernnieiit thin 
is— what a p.irody on constitutional guv- 
eniment, es|iec'ially when admittedly tbe 
personal government in ofllce is without 
a majority. B.igehot, a high authority 
on tho ISritisb constitution, has said: 
" In practice, in England tho sovereign 
considers himself obliged to follow the 
advice of tho ministry which the House 
of Commons desires to maintain in 
power." Therefore, in lino with this 
view, the Hon. Mr, Turner should havi; 
been picrmitted to meet parliament, and 
then It -would have been tho province of 



parlianK^nt to decide-^not.to interpose the 
arbitrai-y exercise of the prerogative be- 
fore parliament assembled. Tho Letel- 
lier case has proved that it was uncon- 
stitutional and unwise to dismiss a min- 
istry having the confidence of the hoUK.e 
of asseiublv, und it would be just as un- 
constitutional and unwise , to retain a 
ministry in the face of-an, adverse vote 
of the house of assembly. In British 
Columbia a general; election has been 
held; a now house "of t assoiubly was 
elected. Street report was to the effect 
—at the time the Lieutenant-Governor 
acted and the ministry was dismissal— 
that out of the 20 memhers of the ;!8 to 
he elected, 19 were in the oiiposit k.ii and 
10 were supporters of the govi'i'iiinent. 
Later two more suppoilcrs of the gov- 
ernment dismissed are elected. Had it 
been demoustratcd that the ministry had 
last the confidence of the house of 
assembly 'I No. But a ministry is 
called into' office which is not known to 
have tlie conlideiice of the house of iis- 
.scuibly, and certainly cannot claim to 
Iwve its conUdence. What can this gov- 
ermuent be, other than a persomil gov- 
ernment V Thus we have constitutional 
freedom subverted, . and an oligarchy 
lules— It caimot be otherwise delined. 
Tho rituatlon is one ti.at calls for action, 
it Is iibove party strife; it is tlie life, 
the vitaJs of constitutional freedom that 
is being destrovcd. But retribution will 
follow. CAN A1)I--\N.
